Six Months After Assassination - Probe Continues 


DALLAS (UPI) — The night­ 
mare happened six months ago 
today. Charles Brchm saw it 
from 15 feet away. Ii was 12:31 
p m. CST (1:31 p.m. EST) last 
Nov. 22. The sun was h o t as 
President Kennedy led a tri­ 
umphant 
motorcade 
through 
cheering Dallas crowds.

The assassination was com­ 
pleted little more than five sec­ 
onds after the first shot.

The President was pronounced 
dead as of I p.m. CST in emer­ 


gency operating room No. I of 
Parkland Memorial Hospital.

in from a police squad car in 
the Oak Cliff section of Dallas.

Fifty-seven minutes after Tip- 
pit's death was reported, four 
policemen surrounded a young 


man with thinning hair in the 
Texas Theater nearby 


The young man leaped from 
his seat. shouting, “This is it,” 
and pulled a snub-nosed revolv - 
cr. He tried to shoot Patrol­ 
man M. N. McDonald, but the 
pistol misfired and McDonald 
and the other policemen sub* 
dued the man. 


He was Lee Harvey Oswald.

Draws Opposition 


Rev. Mills 


To Study In 


Washington 


Rev. William Ellis Mills, rec­ 
tor of the Episcopal Church of 
the Incarnation, Morrisville, will 
spend a week in Washington, 
D.C., attending the College of 
Preachers, a post-graduate con­ 
ference for training in more ef­ 
fective preaching. 


The college will convene Mon­ 
day under the auspices of the 
Cathedral of St. Peter and St. 
Paul. 


Rev. Canon Frederick H. Art­ 
emon, college warden, announc­ 
ed that the visiting lecturer will 
be Dr.

discussions, 
practice preaching and critical 
analyses.

A report presented yesterday 
to the Delaware River Joint Toll 
Bridge Commission recommend 
construction of three toll-free 
bridges and conversion of the 
present five toll bridges into free 
bridges. It aroused immediate 
oppostion. 
The report estimated that the 
eight bridges could be operating 
toll - free by Dec. 31, 1970. 
After hearing 
the 
detailed 
study, the commission directed 
its staff to examine it further 
and report back by the next 
commission meeting, June 17. 
Pay-As-You-Go 
Commenting today on the re­ 
port, William 
Johnson, 
acting 
executive director of the bridge 
commission, said he does 
not 
“go along with the report,” He 
said the other nine members of 
the commission share his view. 
“ We believe in the ‘pay-as-you 
go’ plan,’ ” he said. 
The report was preapared un 
der the direction of Henry Har­ 
rah Pennsylvania secretary of 
highways. It estimated that over 
converting present toll bridges 
to free bridges and by construct 
ing three free bridges at New 
Hope 
- 
Lambertville, 
Bristol- 
Burlington, 
and 
Interstate 
78 
near Easton. 
The saving does not include 
$6,000,000 for port development 
which would be undertaken by 
the bridge commission as part 
of an all-toll system. The re­ 
port suggested that port devel­ 
opment might be undertaken in 
other ways and 
not 
confused 
with the subject of bridges. 
The $70,000,000 saving, the re­ 
port said, includes $29,000,000 in 
toll collection costs and $3,000,- 
000 in toll plaza 
construction. 
The largest item of saving is the 
interest on 
bonds. 
With 
free 
bridges, the report said, 
this 
debt would not be created. 
Under the free - toll plan, the 
bonded debt of the five existing 
toll bridges would be paid off 
and the new bridges constructed 
by conventional state and feder­ 
al aid. 
Johnson said a toll-free bridge 
system would deprive the com­ 


mission of approximately $2,- 
500.000 a year in profits from 
tolls. 


“ With this profit we can begin 
capital expansion projects when 
they are needed. If we waited 
for tax money, we would have 
to be on a 
priority 
list. 
We 
might have to wait IO years for 
the money.” 


He said free 
bridges 
would 
mean the two states would be 
involved in maintenance, “It’s a 
bill that never ends,” Johnson 
said. He added that the state 
legislature has four times stated 
that bridges should be built as 
toll bridges. 


From Tax Funds 


Frank Hollister, special assist­ 
ant to Harrah said in Harris­ 
burg today that capital expan­ 
sion should come from tax funds 
and the commission shouldn’t be I 
concerned with making money. i 
He said tolls should be used to' 
pay operating costs, principle on 
bonds, and interests, with the | 
commission breaking even each 
year. 


The present toll bridges are | 
at Trenton - Morrisville, E a s-! 
ton - Phillipsburg, Portland-Co- 
lumbia, 
Delaware Water Gap, 
and Milford - Montague.
